THE  LICENSE  LAW 

I  believe  we  have  a  fairly  irood  License  Law.  It  ot'cour.se  i>  not  per- 
fect, but  as  imperfeitions  are  made  apparent  tliis  Crnvernment  will  I'urlher 
its  improvement.  It  had  been  the  intention  ol'the  late  Treasurer  to  hold 
au  iu(iuiry  into  the  working  of  the  law.  but  unlbriunately  his  demi.se 
ehortly  after  the  proroEjation  of  the  last  session,  previ'Uted  it.  I  am  iu 
hearty  sympathy  with  the  idea  of  such  inquiry,  and  hope  duriny  recess  to 
put  it  to  the  test  in  a  manner  to  .satisfy  interested  parties.

But,  Sir,  if  in  this  growing  time  any  of  our  present  sources  of  reveiine 
are  .'nt  olf,  what  shall  be  our  future?  Is  anyone  so  blind  he  will  not  see 
that  in  such  an  event  two  alternatives  must  inevitably  confront  ns  ;  namely 
fresh  loans  or  direct  taxation.

ARBITRATION 

Owin','  to  the  lamented  death  of  the  late  Treasurer  nothiiiLf  was  done 
during  the  past  year  towards brinsfiii^'  the  arbiiratioii  betweiMi  the  Domin- 
ion, Ontario,  and  (Juebei',  to  a  eouelusioii. 

The  only  ai'counts  whieh  remain  to  be  deeided  are  those  relatincf  to 
the  Common  School  Fund. 

My  Department  is  now  in  commuuieation  with  the  Dominion  and 
Ontario,  and  I  hope  to  have  the  arbitration  proceedinijs  commeiiued  as  soon 
as  possible  after  prorogation,  and  coneluded  before  the  next  session. 

DOMINION  SUIiSIDIKS 

This  Government  is  still  sanaruine  that  the  Dominion  Qovornment 
will,  at  an  early  date,  readjust  the  subsidies  whieh  are  payable  to  the 
Provinces,  and  that  we  may  therefore  have  this  item  of  our  revenue  sub- 
stantial! v  increased.

THE  rUKUKN'T  YEAK. 

The  statement  of  reeeipts  and  expenditure  for  the  lurrent  year  up  to 
the  3l8t  of  March  last  has  been  laid  before  the  House. 

Compared  witn  the  reeeipis  and  expenditure  for  the  corresponding 
period  of  last  year  it  is  more  favorable  by 834,041 

I  have,  therefore,  every  reasoi,  to  believe  that  the  financial  statement 
tor  the  full  year  will  be  a  very  satisfactory  one. 
COXCLtJSION. 

Mr.  Speaker,  I  wish  to  thank  the  House  for  the  very  ^rreat  consider- 
ation which  it  has  shown  me  duriiii;  this  somewhat  lengthy  statement  of  the 
financial  all'airs  of  the  Province. 

I  assure  you  that  my  labors  in  this  connection  have  been  most  interest- 
ing to  me,  and  I  trust  that  the  parti.'ulars  which  I  have  been  enabled  to 
give  to  the  House  have  interested  the  members  present. 

An  examination  of  the  reports  of  the  various  Ministers,  and  of  the 
statistics  which  I  have  given,  make  it  apparent  to  everyone,  that  the  charge 
which  has  been  made  auaint  this  (Jovernment,  that  it  has  neglected  the 
most  important  Departments  of  Hovornment— that  it  has  done  nothing  for 
the  advancement  of  Agricullure,  Colonization,  or  Public  Instruction— is 
wholly  without  foundation,  and  that,  with  the  limited  means  at  our  dis- 
posal, the  most  satisfactory  results  have  been  achieved. 

In  the  name  of  the  Government  of  the  Province,  therefore,  I  have  no 
hesitation  in  saying  that  it  has  fulfilled  the  pledges  made  by  it  in  the  elec- 
tions of  IHOO,  and  repeatedly  renewed  since  that  time,  and  that  no  reason 
whatever  can  exist  for  transferring  the  reins  of  Government  to  the  same 
leaders  who  administered  the  affairs  of  the  Province  from  1892  to  1897. 

Mr.  Speaker,  I  now  have  the  honor  to  move  that  you  leave  the  chair, 
and  that  this  House  do  go  into  Committee  of  Supply.
